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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant contends that Maier nor Anderson 
discloses an attachment for a power hand tool where the attachment has the strucutre as claimed. As stated in the previous office 
action, Maier teaches the element 12 being attached to a motor assembly which is a power generating device and snugly fit on a nose 
end portion until a threaded connection is tightened as claimed. Furthermore, Maier teaches an input shaft (10) journeyed in the element 
14 and having a recess (at 40). Moreover, the lens of Anderson is secured by a retainer in the housing adjacent to the element 54 and 
admits light to exterior of the housing toward a tool. In addition, Anderson teaches a lighting assembly for a power driven tool including a 
magnet, an electric circuit including at least one light producing device, and a lens as claimed. It is the examiner's position that one 
having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to provide such an arrangement on the device of Maier in order to provide light 
onto the workpiece without any separate external energy source. It is recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the 
level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicant further 
contends that the examiner has made several rejections not supported by any prior art. It appears that the applicant's statement is 
referring to the statements made in the office action mailed on 15 June 2005. In the office action mailed on 21 November 2005, the 
examiner has properly provided support for each rejections in response to the applicant's traversal on the examiner's assertion of the 
office action mailed on 15 June 2005. 
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
